Some 200 Southern Illinois Scout

comprising the Egyptian Boy Scout 
I Council were represented at the 
meeting, which officially launched 
the 1957 financial campaign. 
District chairmen, answering a 
roll call by Council Commissioner 
Orlen Wallace, Carbondale, review­ 
ed last year's achievements and 
gave a rundown of future goals. 
The 
audience honored

of the evening, Commander Thom­ 
as J. Keane of New York, a pio­ 
neer in the American Scout Move­ 
ment and First National Director 
of the Sea Scouts.

Such is her enthusiasm for her 
husband’s work that Mrs. Wrenn 
hasn’t missed any gam e of his foot­ 
ball teams at East Moline United 
Township high school.
